A Volume of 
SELECT anp FUGITIVE

WM. Milling keeper of medals and other 
mtiquities in the National Library of Paris, 
has given alearned and ingenious explana- 
tion of acelebrated piece of antiquity which 
the collection pofieffes, known by the name 
of Scipio’s Shicld. Spon ws the firft 
who gave any defcription of this valuable 
relique ; and he confidered the groupe of 
figures impreffed on it as reprefenting the 
well known ftory of the continence of 
Scipio. Winkelmann, however, takes it 
vo be the reftoration of Brifeis to Achilles, 
and fupports his opinion by very weighty 
arguments. M. Millan adopts the idea, and 
follows it up with a very erudite and acce- 
rate criticifm. The thield itfelf is of pure 
filver, weighing forty-two marcs, and (wen- 
ty:-fix inches in diameter- It was found in 
the Rhone, by fome fifkermen, who broke 
the edges to fee if it were filver. Not aware 
offs value, they fold it for a trifing fum 


to a flverfmith at Avignor, ntmed Cre- 
goire, who doubtlels confulted feme anti- 
quarian upon it, fince he did net cor fign it 
to hiscrucible. After taking a cra‘t of it, 
he feat i: toa jeweller at Lyons, who fold 
it to a Mr. Mey, an eminent amateur of 
antiques, by whom th: broke pieces were 
fo weil foldered, that no mark of their 
junéture could be pereeived in front. On 
M. Mey’s death, it came to his fucceffa , a 
rich merchant ; but he experienced ma.ry 
loffes in trade, and through the medium of 
P. de ls Chaife, the fhield wes purchafed 
for the King’s Cabinet, where it has Icng 
been one of its moft valuable treafurcs.

In a debate in the Houfe ot Lords, in 
March att, the Earl of Fife faid, “ Some 
time before { left the country, a poor man 
came to me with a paper, which had been 
left him by a furveyor of taxes : he has 
about two acres of ground, and a ferry boat ; 
his rent ts about forty thillings a year ; 
he has one horfe, a dog, and a houfe with 
2 windows,not above 18 inches fquare ; he 
joins with a neighbour, pretty much in the 
fme fituation, for ploughing their fmull 
farms——they charge the min fix fhillings | 
for his horfe, four fhillings for his dog, and 
two fhillings and fix pence for his houfe ; | 
in thott, every thing he has but his wife and 
children is taxed. About rhe fome time 
Mr. Fox ftuted the products which Taxation 
fqueezed from the people, at 4>, and the 
poor rates at 19,000,0@0 per annum, whilé

afign any duration nor term to his 
Didtatorfhip; it might laft a year 
erendure only a week, therefore 
his power was founded merely on 
the prefent ; but no party would 
become attached from hopes of 
prolonyed protefion, nor obey 
from fear of protra&ted perfecution 


The Difator’s power was unlimit- 
ed with refpect to meafures of 
ftate ; but with regard to himfelf, 
orthe altering of a law, he had 
nothing in his power even in the 
moft degenerate times of the Re<« 
public.
